The Special Meeting of the Highland Town Council was called to order at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Highland Municipal Building, 3333 Ridge Road, Highland, Indiana, in the plenary meeting 
chambers. The Town Council President, Mark A. Herak, presided and the Town Clerk-
Treasurer, Michael W. Griffin, was present to memorialize the proceedings. The meeting 
was opened with the Town Council President leading the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag 
of the United States of America.

CROSSINGS GRANT FUND ALL PURSUANT TO I.C. 6-1.1-18, and I.C. 36-5-3-5. 
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WHEREAS, Following a public hearing advertised pursuant to I.C. 5-3-1, it has been determined that it is now 
necessary to appropriate more money than was appropriated in the annual budget for the Community 
Crossings Grant Fund; 

 
WHEREAS, It has been determined that such additional appropriations as may be approved by this enactment, will 

not increase the levies set under I.C. 6-1.1-17, all pursuant to I.C. 36-5-3-5;

appropriated, and may be reduced in order to satisfy an existing need, 

 
NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Town Council of the Town of Highland, Lake County, Indiana, as follows: 
 

 Section 1. That for the expenses of said municipality, the following additional sums of money are hereby 
appropriated and ordered set apart out of the Building and Inspection as well as the Advisory Board of Zoning 
Appeals Departments in the Corporation General Fund and for the purposes herein specified, subject to the laws 
governing the same:

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Section 2.  That for the expenses of said municipality, the following identified appropriations of money 

are hereby reduced and ordered reverted to the Fund, out of the Works Board Department in the Corporation 
General Fund and for the purposes herein specified, subject to the laws governing the same: 
 

 
 

Section 3.  That the Clerk-Treasurer is hereby authorized and instructed to inform the Indiana 
Department of Local Government Finance of this action and that these moneys be made available for expenditure 
subject to an order of the Commissioner, pursuant to IC 6-1.1-18. 
 
 Section 4. That in satisfaction and for the purposes of the provisions set out in I.C. 36-5-2-9.6, I.C. 36-5-
3-5, I.C. 36-5-4-2, this enactment shall be deemed properly filed and introduced before the Town Council at a 
regular or special meeting, properly called and convened pursuant to I.C. 5-1.5-14 et seq.
